Claims 3, 10, 14-15, 18, 20-24 are pending. The Amendment filed 2/26/03, Paper 
No. 6, cancelled claims 1-2, 4-9, 1 1-13, 16-17 and 19, amended claims 3, 10, 14-15, 18, 
20-24, and added claims 25-29. The Examiner's Amendment below amends claim 10 
and cancels claims 25-29. 

Election/Restrictions 

The Election of Species Requirement of Paper No. 5, mailed 12/24/02, is hereby 
withdrawn. The claims have been searched in their entirety. 

Examiner's Amendment 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 
37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no 
later than the payment of the issue fee.

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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 3, 10, 14-15, 18, 20-24 are neither anticipated nor rendered obvious by the 
prior art as the prior art does not teach a composition comprising a fragrance and an 
emulsifier of an alkenylsuccinic anhydride of formula (1) or esters of formula (1). 

The closest prior art is WO 87/03613, which teaches alkenylsuccinic anhydrides 
of formula (1) and esters thereof. However, '613 is directed toward hydraulic fluids, 
explosives, and acidizing fluids. There is no motivation to add a fragrance to such 
compositions. 

The Amendment filed 2/26/03, Paper No. 6, is sufficient to overcome the 35 USC 
1 12 rejections in the previous Office Action. 

The Examiner's Amendment of claim 10 is sufficient to overcome 35 USC 112 

issues. 

The Amendment filed 2/26/03, Paper No. 6, added claims 25-29, which are drawn 
to an invention that is distinct from that of originally presented claims 3, 10, 14-15, 18, 
and 20-24. Thus, claims 25-29 were cancelled to overcome a restriction requirement that 
would have been made. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than 
the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
